The party policy of reducing the rate of 
rent and interest has not been put into operation. There is no fixed policy or 
principle among the war area governments concerning the question of promoting the 
peopleds standard of living. Hach area government does what it thinka best for 
the area under its jurisdiction without coordinating with other war arca govern- 
mente. There are many kinds of taxes levied by the governments of tho war arsa. 
In apite of a bright future for the people of South Indochina, the living stan~« 
dard is very low and the people hope for an early liberation. 
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po 6"X" has little power in the government but the rich farmors still hold the power. 
Tho Minister of Justice 1s a member of the Democratic Party and does not like 
the special service men to do what they want. "“X" also has no power to interfere | 
with the educational funetions. Tha old system of education still exists. 4

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“Saving The Nation Association" (Chiu Kuo Hui) is a disguised name for a 
secret "X" organization with members drawn from the Communists in Indochira. 
The reasons for keeping the organization secret ares (1) to prevent direst 
American interference; and (2) hope of an amicable settlement with the French. 
This is a very loose orgenization end it is very easy for special intelligence 
psople to enter the organization for purposes of aabotege. As of last April 
the organization had 100,000 members, excluding South Viet Nam. Ths members 
respect and have confidence in Chairman Hu (Uo). The Chief Clerk (Secretary 7) 
and the Head of Military Affairs are respected. The main staff officers some 
from the military prisons of France and China and belong to different factions. 


There is no "X" organization in the villages because there are few staff officers 
in the villages. 


The members of "X" organization ara not well selected because they come from 
the class of small capitalists who do (not?) have a clear point of view con-~ 
cerning class distinction.

Thers is little chanea for the French troops to attack again after the defeat 
of last winter. ('h7-"h&) During the battle last winter one-third of the junior 
officers of the Vietnamese army were killed due to their bravery on the battle- 
field. 


The arrival of I:U feng in the South last year has drawn the attention of 
Chairman Mao. The military wy is working out a plan for the co-operation 
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of the Chinese and the Vietnamese in the frontier districts of the 
two countries.
